1. General Conditions 

The import licence will bear the superscription ‘UK/India 
Capital Investment Grant, 1978’, In addition to the licence 
number and the licence code with ‘R/KK’ as suffixes, it 
should bear the allocation number in the mannei detailed in 
paragraph 3, and these allocations will relate to one of the 
segments mentioned below :— 

‘A* Segment—private sector segment 

Where the licence is 'ssue in favour of a private sector 
unit on the basis of clearance accorded by the 
Capital Goods Committee. 

‘B’ Segment—public sector segmen* 

Where the licence is issued on the basis of sanction 
issued By the Administrative Ministry after ob'uin- 
ing clearance ol' foreign exchange from the Minis¬ 
try of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
(WE II Section) New Delhi in favour of public sec¬ 
tor units or departmental undertakings of Cenlral 
or State Government.

Where the licence is issued to development protects 
financed by the I.C.I.C.I. on the basis of clearance, 
of foreign exchange accorded by I.C.I.C.I. 

2. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the Import licence, 
the importer must furnish a photostat copy of the import 
licence to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE II Sec¬ 
tion) A copy of this should also be sent to the Controller of 
Aid Account & Audit, Ministiy of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street. 
New Delhi. 

3. Identification Suffix.—(a) Each allocation under the 
‘UK/Tndia Capital Investment Oram, 1978’ will bear an 
identification suffix, the symbol ‘CIG’ indicating the Grant: 
followed by a letter showing the segment of the Grant (‘A’ 
for the private sector segment; ‘B’ for the public sector seg¬ 
ment; ‘D’ for the I.F.C.T. Segment and ‘F’ for the I.C.I.C.I.
